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Headmaster’s Message

The College has just finished a four year period of considerable physical change, the result of a major 
fund raising campaign which ended last June. This might be a good time to stop for a moment and relax 
and review the changes of the past few years. Such is not the case, however. Now is the time to move on 
and take advantage of our excellent facilities, our talented and committed faculty, our active and involved 
Board, and of course, the talent and enthusiasm of a cosmopolitan student body. 

There are some obvious changes being started now to take effect next year. The most visible of these 
is the modernization and up-grading of the College’s computer facilities, including an internal network link- 
ing the academic departments to the computer room and the library and links with the internet to give the 
teachers and students access to the rich resources becoming available on the computer “super highway”. 
Design work on the system has already begun and most of it should be in place by the time the new school 
year starts in September. Like many things, the difficulty is not in getting the students up to speed with 
the technology available, but in getting people like me to learn at least enough to have some idea of what 
is going on in this field. As someone once said, “Sir, in my experience, the bottle neck is always found at the top.” 

A not so obvious change will be in the focus of our energies over the next few years designed to take 
advantage of our unique location and of the opportunities that gives us to develop as a truly North American 
school, providing an education for students who want to study anywhere in North America, whether that 
is in Canada, the United States or Mexico. We will build on the strengths we already have and at the same 
time undertake two significant changes. The first of these is to seek formal recognition of our status in the 
United States and Mexico so that students can transfer easily between the three countries. This step is already 
well underway. The other change needed is to broaden our academic programme, especially in the human- 
ities and languages so that we can provide the language and academic skills which will give our graduates 
the mobility needed to work and study anywhere in North America. I hope you see yourselves as being on 
the leading edge of what will be a very exciting and productive period for Stanstead College and that you 
will keep in touch and pass on your experiences to us so that we can, with your help, meet our goals and 
our commitments to future generations of students.
